Jackson Wins D.C., Says He's In 
Striking Distance Of Dukakis 

Jesse Jackson said even though 
the media and political pundits 
downplayed the importance of his 
recent primary win in the District 
of Columbia, his victory was a sig- 
nificant example of the continued 
growth and expansion of his cam- 
paign. 

"We're winning every day," he 
told a throng of supporters at a 
D.C. victory celebration where he 
picked up 13 delegates. "Look at 
where I started; from the back of 
the bus to three steps from the 
White House. This race started 
with 13, now there's just three - 
Bush, Dukakis and me. We've 
come a mighty long way." 

Jackson beat Dukakis by a 4-to- 



1 margin in the nation's capital, 
but fell short on the same day in 
the Ohio and Indiana primaries 
where the Massachusetts gover- 
nor won decisively. 

Jackson, nonetheless, says the 
race will go down to the wire and 
a lock on the Democratic nomina- 
tion may not come until after 
California, New Jersey and New 
Mexico conclude the primary sea- 
son on June 7. "We're going to be 
working all day, every day, and 
much of the night until then," 
Jackson said. 

He noted that the race between 
him and Dukakis is closer than 
the media and pundits are 
predicting. Dukakis has received 
about 37 percent of the popular 
vote to his 29 percent. "We're 
within striking distance," he said. 

With his eyes on a June 7 mira- 
cle where some 500 delegates will

be up for grabs, Jackson presses 
on with feverish enthusiasm. 
'We're almost to the top of the 
hill," he said at a fund-raiser in 
Los Angeles hosted by a group of 
Hollywood entertainers. "This 
mission did not start in Iowa and 
it will not stop in Atlanta. We will 
continue. We've come up the 
rough side of the mountain. But 
we keep on keeping on. I'm a long- 
distance runner and I don't feel 
noways tired." 

While addressing students at a 
Los Angeles high school, Jackson 
went beyond his usual call to the 
students to shun drug use. This 
time, he challenged those who had 
used drugs to make open admis- 



sions and pledge to quit. 

"Ending the flow of drugs does 
not start in Bolivia. It starts in 
your mind. This will be the begin- 
ning of an end of a long night of 
terror." 

Jackson likened the effects in 
drug use in the Black community 
to the terror of the Ku Klux Klan. 
"If someone in your school were 
wearing a sheet and a hood, that 
person would easily be recog- 
nized. But those who deal drugs 
in your school are hoods, who live 
in the neighborhood and come dis- 
guised as friends, classmates and 
teammates. We've lost more lives 
to dope than we ever did to the 
Southern rope." 
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In a commencement address to 
the graduating class at North 
Carolina A&T State University in 
Greensboro, N.C., Jackson said 
that his running for the Presiden- 
cy means "there are no more im- 
possible dreams. I'm taking the 
lid off of dreams." 

Jackson, who graduated from 
the predominantly Black school in 
1964 said this return visit was of 
special importance. Two of his 
sons, Jesse Jr., 23, and Jonathan, 
22, were members of the graduat- 
ing class. 

Using the commencement to re- 
spond to Vice-President George 
Bush, who called him "a hustler 
from Chicago," Jackson said: 
"What makes people curse? What 
makes people swear, what frus- 
trates people to that level in 
name-calling? A combination: 
Constipation of the brain. Deficit 
of ideas. And diarrhea of the

Edward Dennis Jr. Tabbed 
For Top Justice Dept. Post 

A 43-year- 
old federal dis- 
trict attorney 
in Philadelphia 
is being con- 
sidered to 
head the Jus- 
tice Depart- 
ment's crimi- 

Edward Dennis Jr. nal division. 

He will become the third highest 
ranked official in the department, 
and the first Black to hold the 
post. 

For the past five years, Atty. 
Edward Dennis Jr. has stood out 
as one of the nation's finest feder- 
al law enforcement officials, and is 
considered an important cog in 
the war against drugs. Before 
taking the Philadelphia post, Den- 
nis was chief of the Justice 
Department Narcotics and Dan- 
gerous Drug Section in Washing- 
ton. 

Dennis' selection came as attor- 
ney general Edwin Meese fought 
off demands for his resignation 
from the Cabinet. Two high 
ranked aides recently quit in pro- 
test of charges of Meese's involve- 
ment in questionable business af- 
fairs. 

One of the posts vacated was 
that which Dennis is now under- 
going FBI checks. Justice Depart- 
ment sources concede that the 
choice of the Black would allay po- 
litical opposition on Capitol Hill 
and guarantee hasty, confirma- 
tion of the presidential appointee. 

The administration, which has a 
poor civil rights record and has 



whittled back the number of 
Blacks in high government posi- 
tions and in diplomatic slots, has 
turned to appointment of Blacks 
to solve controversial situations 
in the closing days of Reagan's 
term. Retired Army General 
Julius Becton was brought in to a 
management rule during a crisis 
over distribution of food. Becton 
is now the first Black director at 
the White House during the Iran- 
Contra Scandal.

1st Black Archbishop Marino 
To Help Those On 'Fringes' 

Eugene Antonio Marino, re- 
cently installed as the country's 
first Black Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop during ceremonies in At- 
lanta, says that while being the 
first Black is significant it "need 
not affect the quality of. ..our 
relationship." 

Archbishop Marino, who was 
appointed to the post in March by 
Pope John Paul II, vowed to ad- 
dress social issues, such as pover- 
ty, and also work to help drug 
abusers and others "on the fringes 
most likely to stray." 

"There can be no escaping the 
fact that I am the first Black bish- 
op to serve in Atlanta and the 
first Black archbishop in the na- 
tion," he told the crowd of more 
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than 4,500 people at the Atlanta 
Civic Center. 

Marino added: "Having noted 
that, I hasten my deep personal 
conviction that it need not affect 
the quality of my ministry among 
you or the nature of our relation- 
ship with each other. Let our 
differences be a source of strength 
for all of us." 

A native, of Biloxi, Miss., he 
said proudly, "I come to you with 
neither pretense nor apology. 
Like so many of you I am a 
Southerner raised in the old 
South with its mixture of gentility 
and racial discrimination." He 
then said, "And even though I am 
embarrassed by it at times, I am 
not ashamed of whence I came. It 
is the experience of the old South 
that has laid the foundation for 
the new South so beautifully typi- 
fied by this city." 

Rev. Hicks First Black 
Bishop Of Lutheran Church 

The Rev. Sherman G. Hicks 
was recently installed as the first 
Black bishop of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America dur- 
ing- ceremonies in Chicago. 

Bishop Hicks, 41, was formally 
installed by Bishop Herbert Chil- 
strom at the Evangelical Luther- 
an Church in Chicago.

"I know that even suggesting a 
possible decriminalization of nar- 
cotics is not popular," Schmoke 
said, during the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors meeting, "however, I 
also know that what we are doing 
now as a country not only is not 
working, but also is hurting our 
communities/' 



Schmoke, having spent 4Vfe 
years as Baltimore's state's attor- 
ney, made the proposal at the 
close of a speech attended by 
about 150 high-ranking city offi- 
cials and suggested the confer- 
ence adopt a resolution, following 
the 1988 elections, urging Con- 
gress to conduct hearings on the 
legalization of narcotics. 

^hese hearings could be the 
start of a nationwide discussion of 
this issue and hopefully lead to 
the development of a consensus 
about a new approach to the drug 
problem," he said. 

In a separate address, Rep. 
Charles Rangel (D., N.Y.) told the 
conference he would propose giv- 
ing direct federal aid to cities for 
their fight against drug crimes. 

Rangel, chairman of the house 
committee on narcotics abuse, 
praised the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors as an effective lobby 
group on behalf of the massive 
anti-drug bill passed in 1986. 



D.C. Muslims Join City In 

Combating Drug Epidemic 

Residents of the Mayfield Man- 
sions, an apartment complex in 
Washington, D.C, which had 
been taken over by drug dealers, 
recently invited the Nation of Is- 
lam to patrol the area in an effort 
to rid the development of drugs. 
The effort is similar to one begun 
three months ago in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., in which Muslims patrolling 
the area were credited with caus- 
ing drug dealers to flee the neigh- 
borhood. 

Despite some initial resistance 
by D.C. officials to the Nation of 
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Islam's intervention in controlling 
the illegal drug epidemic in the 
city, local leaders of the Muslims 
have vowed to continue anti-drug 
patrols of the public housing pro- 
ject. 

After Muslims, dressed in suits 
and armed only with nightsticks, 
disarmed and beat an alleged 
drug dealer whom they said 
threatened them with a sawed-off 
shot gun, local Muslim leader Dr. 
Abdul Alim Muhammad and D.C. 
Police Chief Maurice Turner an- 
nounced they would work hand- 
in-hand to fight the city's escalat- 
ing drug war.

South African Archbishop Des- 
mond Tutu, who recently re- 
ceived the Albert Schweitzer 
Award given by the Human Be- 
havior Foundation during cere- 



monies in New York, stated the 
church has a religious commit- 
ment to fight to end apartheid. 

Tutu's remarks were in re- 
sponse to comments made recent- 
ly by South African President 
P.W. Botha, who said Tutu was 
distorting "the true message of 
Christ" by having the church in 
the fight to end apartheid. 

Referring to Botha's comments, 
Tutu stated, "As long as you do 
not criticize a particular policy, 
you are not political and you're 
not meddling in politics. The min- 
ute you say a particular political 
policy is not right, is inconsistent 
with the gospel, ah, then you have 
committed trie unforgivable sin of 
mixing religion with politics." 

He said the church must use its 
right to speak out against in- 
justice.

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Tuskegee Orders Students 

To Pay Fees, Or No Exams 

A Macon County Circuit Court 
judge's decision to throw out his 
temporary restraining order 
against Tuskegee University en- 
forced the institution's demand 
that students who owe the school 
more than $300 would either pay 
up or not be allowed to take final 
exams. 

University officials estimated 
some 2,000 students owed a total 
of $1.5 million. 

"This is not a case of Tuskegee 
University fighting its students," 
said Tuskegee President Benja- 
min Payton. "It's a case of Tuske- 
gee University insisting that stu- 
dents learn very important 
lessons for life." 

Students, however, called the 
action a "serious miscarriage of 
justice." Student officials said 
university officials should have 
identified students who couldn't 
afford to pay because of financial 
difficulties and negotiated a 
timetable for them to settle the 
bills. 

Kan sans Lobby For Day To 
Honor Brown Vs. Board 
School Desegregation Case 

The 34th anniversary of the 
landmark case Brown v. Board of 
Topeka, which ended legalized ra- 
cial segregation in U.S. public 
schools, is observed May 16 in 
Kansas and a group will has in- 
itiated the first effort to turn the 
observance into a statewide holi- 
day. 

The Kansas Committee To 
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Commemorate Brown v. Topeka 
Board of Education has lobbied 
state officials to support its ef- 
forts. 

Meanwhile, many local dignitar- 
ies are observing the anniversary 
of the case. The only current 
statewide holiday in Kansas that 
commemorates a Black person is 
the Martin Luther King Holiday.

Ms. King recently delivered her 
first trial sermon at Atlanta's 
Ebenezer Baptist Church, where 
her late father was eulogized 
nearly 20 years ago (Jet, April 
11). 
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Johnson Products President 
Hit With Divorce Petition 
After 3 7- Year Marriage 

George E. Johnson, 60-year-old 
chairman and president of John- 
son Products, Inc., Chicago-based 
manufacturers of hair and face 
care products, including Ultra 
Sheen and Afro Sheen, was re- 
cently served with a divorce peti- 
tion after 37 years of marriage. 

Joan B. Johnson, 58, who mar- 
ried Johnson on March 18, 1950, in 
Chicago, charges "without fault or 
provocation on the part of your 
petitioner, the respondent has 
been guilty of extreme and re- 
peated mental cruelty toward the 
petitioner." Her petition for disso- 
lution of the marriage was filed in 
Cook County Circuit Court in 
Chicago on May 2. 
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"... As a result of the marriage, 
four children were bom to the 
parties, namely: Eric, John, 
George Jr. and Joan M.," accord- 
ing to the document filed. 

Mrs. Johnson is treasurer at 
Johnson Products, which was 
founded by her husband in 1957. 
When the privately-owned firm 
went public m 1971 and was listed 
on the American Stock Exchange, 
it became the first Black-owned 
business to be included on a major 
stock exchange. 

The firm reported sales of $34.5 
million for 1987. 

Atty. Bernard Rinella, who is 
representing Mrs. Johnson, told 
Jet, Johnson had just returned 
from the couple's home in Paris 
when he was served with the 
divorce papers. When asked to be 
more specific on the charge for 
dissolving the union, Rinella re- 
plied, "Mental cruelty encompass- 
es a lot of sins. Just use your 
imagination. It starts with the 
letter A. 

"She just got fed up with his 
conduct and couldn't take it any- 
more," Rinella said, adding, "She's 
very upset with him." 

While the Johnson's net worth 
was not cited in the petition, their 
assets listed included the majori- 
ty interest in Johnson Products; 
homes in Glencoe, 111.; Union Pier, 
Mich., Zellwood, Fla.; and Runa- 
way Bay, Jamaica, in addition to 
the Paris residence; money mar- 
ket and savings accounts; certifi- 
cates of deposit and various

Man, 29, Is Found Guilty In 
Murders Of 7 Philly Women 

A Philadel- 
phia Common 
Pleas Court 
judge found a 
29-year-old 
Black man 
guilty of seven 
counts of first- 
degree mur- 

Harrison Graham der in the 

deaths of seven women whose 
decaying bodies were found last 
August in his trash-strewn apart- 
ment (Jet Aug. 31, 1987). 

Judge Robert A. Latrone, who 
heard the case without a jury, 
deliberated nearly a week before 
announcing his decision in court 
as Harrison "Marty]' Graham 
leaned back in his chair emotion- 
less. 

At Jet press time the judge 
was still deliberating whether to 
sentence Graham to death or life 
imprisonment. 

Defense Attorney Joel Mol- 
dovsky, depicting Graham as psy- 
chotic and mentally retarded dur- 
ing the trial, argued for the 
lighter, life imprisonment sen- 
tence. Graham, who worked as a 
handyman before his arrest, 
should be spared so scientists 
could study him and perhaps help 
others, the attorney said. 

Graham allegedly lured the 
women to his apartment with the 
promise of drugs then strangled 
them during sex, according to his 
alleged confession to police. 

In his confession, Graham 



reportedly said the bodies began 
piling up in his bedroom and he 
began having problems with mag- 
gots. He also said birds eating 
body parts on his roof made sleep- 
ing during the day difficult. The 
bodies were found last August af- 
ter Graham was evicted from his 
apartment because of a putrid 
stench.

Cher Denies Criticism Of 
Murphy's Speech At Oscars; 
Sues National Enquirer 

Eddie Murphy's remarks blast- 
ing the Academy Awards officials 
for ignoring accomplishments by 
Black actors are still being felt in 
Hollywood (Jet, May 2). 

Murphy criticized the Motion 
Picture Academy, pointing out 
that only three Black performers 
have received Oscars in the 60- 
year history of the presentation. 

The National Enquirer report- 
ed soon afterward that the show's 
co-producers Samuel Goldwyn 
and Robert Wise, who is Acade- 
my president; and Cher, winner 
in the best actress category, had 
harsh words for Murphy. 

"How dare you use my show to 
voice your personal grievances," 
Goldwyn reportedly snapped. "As 
long as I am president of the 
Academy, you will NEVER, 
EVER be invited back for this 
ceremony," the Enquirer quoted 
Wise as roaring. To which Mur- 
phy snarled: "Like I said up there, 
man, I don't give a !" 

Later, according to the tabloid, 
Cher vented her wrath on Mur- 
phy: "This is not a platform for 
your grievances. You put a damp- 
er on the whole night." 

Goldwyn told Jet: 'That is ab- 
solutely untrue. I never even saw 
Eddie after the show." Cher 
responded to the report by filing 
a $15 million lawsuit against the 
Enquirer. Her suit says that the 
story is false as well.

U.S. District Judge David Doty 
declared that the song by Lorna 
Nelson, What's Cooking in This 
Book was not that similar to 



Prince's hit song, U Got The Look. 

The lawsuit also sought an ac- 
counting from their father, John 
L. Nelson, for money he received 
from Prince for use of lyrics he al- 
legedly wrote with Ms. Nelson. 

The lawsuit claimed that Duane 
Nelson, Lorna's half-brother and 
Prince's half-brother, had inspect- 
ed lyrics she had written, and de- 
livered the lyrics to Prince and his 
company, PRN Productions Inc., 
in the Minneapolis suburb of 
Chanhassen where Prince lives.
